Much tins and effort would be saved if the Medical Depart- 
nsnt were placed on the entiling lists for Navy Department Bulletins, circular 
letters. Fleet and Task Fores Letters, etc., Which pertain to Medical Depart- 
ment Activities. At tines, letters requiring Medical Department action have 
not been received tor two to four months after the order should have become 
effective.
